TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

Mat it please your Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to your Majesty this our Fiftieth Annual Report. 

2. Since our last Report, out of twenty-six meetings summoned, one only has failed 
for want of the necessary quorum. We have made 424 orders in various matters 
affecting charities and charity property, besides providing for the regular issue of 
the sums payable to the charities under our control. 

3. The aggregate amounts held by us on the 1st of January, 1895, were as follows: —

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4 FIFTIETH REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS, &c. 

The practice of the Board of accepting funds for charitable purposes, subject to life 
interests in them, has the advantage of relieving trustees and executors of expense and 
inconvenience, while at the same time it provides additional security for the charities 
interested. 

6. In previous Reports we have referred to the fact that we have no powor to 
compel local managers of charity funds, even though these funds may be vested in us, 
to account. We are glad, however, to be able to report that, with few exceptions, the 
managers of charity property vested in us who have been asked to furnish accounts have 
complied with our request. 

7. Our Charity Accounts for the year ended 3 1st December, 1893, were duly audited 
by the Local Government Board Auditor, and declared correct. The Accounts 
for the year ended December 31st, 1894, have been prepared and submitted for 
audit. 

8. Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the 
provisions of the “Exchequer and Audit Departments Acts, 1866 ” ; and our Appro- 
priation Account for the year ended 31st March, 1894, has been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor-Gcueral of Public Accounts. 

9. Two vacancies occurred on the Board during the past year owing to the lamented 
deaths of the Right Hon. William Henry Ford Cogan and Mr. John Givan. The vacancy 
caused by the death of Mr. Cogan. has been filled by the .appointment of Mr. Charles 
Kennedy. The vacancy caused by Mr. Givan’s death in the month of J anuary last 
has not yet been filled up. 

All which we submit as our Report, and in testimony thereof we have caused our 
Corporate Seal to be hereto affixed this 10th day of July, 1895.
